Persian lamb fur | coats such as 
those shown-in the finest salons 
of Paris. New York and Los An- 
geles will be displayed in Upland 
daily starting Frfday, when Mr. 
and Mrs. Harold K. Hemingway's 
Karakul Fur Farms retail show- 
rodm opens at 270 North Second 
avenue, 

Developed by Mr. Hemingway’s 
enthusiasm, Karakul is America’s 
newest industry and Upland is its 
capital. 

The Second avenue showroom 
will display furs of all kinds, but 
will feature Persian lamb grown 
here. It will offer evening gowns 
adaptable for wear with furs. It 
will sell life-time Karakul blank- 
ets. 

And Upland will have the only 
fur storage vault in the Chaffey 
area and a shop where furs are 
custom made, altered or repaired. 

The Karakul Fur Farm is six 
years old, Mr. Hemingway having 
started with six ewes and a cap- 
ital of $500. The farm has grown 
from, a 12-acre ranch to 2800 
acres with 2500 black sheep and 
a quarter of a million dollar busi- 
ness. 

The Hemingways maintain a 
display ranch on Benson avenue 
and a farm in Riverside county. 
As the business grew, others be- 
came interested and wanted to 
share in the opportunity, so a. 
part of the 2500 sheep are board- 
ers. 

The Karakul Fur Farm main- 
tains the only sheep dairy in the 
country. Each day 450 sheep are 
milked twice and the rich butter- 
fat milk is shipped to a Los An- 
geles specialty cheese factory. 

Karakuls are older than history. 
The breed traces back to 1400 B. 
C., one of the oldest known to 
man, noted for their finest and 
most durable fur. But American 
women have annually required 4,- 
000,000 pelts of one-day-old Kara- 
kul lambs imported from Persia 
before the war. Today there ‘are 
10,000 Karakuls in the United 
States, 4000 of which are in South- 
ern California, and 2500 at the 
Hemingway farm. 

Mr. Hemingway gets many let- 
ters asking information and ad- 
vice about karakul farms, one yes- 
terday from Alaska. 

“T don’t know of a non-war busi- 
ness that is growing as fast as 
the Karakul business,’’ he declar- 
ed, “I suggest that returning sol- 
California 
has about the same climate as the 
country where the original sheep 
came from, so I predict Southern 
California will become the Kara- 
kul center of the world.”

NEW PROJECT MAY 
‘NECESSITATE MORE: 
SCHOOL FACILITIES 





for Kaiser Co. shell plant em- 
ployes are built and occupied next 
spring, Upland Elementary school 
may have to have two additional 
classrooms, the Upland board of 
education was informed last nizht, 
but official action has been post- 
poned until more information is 
octained. 

Harold W. Cook, district super- 
intendent, reported that 78 chil- 
dren residing in Los Olivos proj- 
ect are attending Upland Ele- 
mentary school and declared that 
on the same relative basis, the 
school might expect to enroll te- 
tween 160 and 200 children when 
the new project opens. In that 
event, five to seven new teachers 
would be required. 

However, he added, it was his 
understanding that many of the 
tenants would be married couples 
of which both husband and wife 
are Kaiser employes and that such 
families might have fewer chil- 
dren. 

Building of two additional rooms 
could be financed by bond Issue 
voted at public election or by fed- 
eral financial aid. He said the 
bonded indebtedness of the Upland 
junior high and the elementary 
schools is $161,000, and that the 
district is permitted five per cent 
of the assessed valuation of $5,- 
488,000. 

Mr. Cook reported he discussed 
federal financing with Ezra Smith 
of the Federal Works agency, who 
said that aid is granted school dis- 
tricts when classroom are qaver- 
ly crowded and bonded indebted- 
ness excessive. On such a basis, 
Upland might be unable to qual- 
ify. 

Also, federal building standards 
are not as high as Upland’s and 
the government provides stucco 
rooms, whereas the Upland Ele- 
mentary school is built of rein- 
forced concrete, But Mr. Cook 
said that if federal aid were grant- 
ed, the government might prc- 
vide $7,000 to the school district’s 
$9,000. 

It was said at the meeting that 
the Upland Elementary — school 
could handle the extra children for 
the next few months after the 
project opens until June by put- 
ting more children in the various 
rooms, by transfers to the Sierra 
Vista and LEighteenth Street 
schools and by using the music 
room for a classroom: [But,. 
next September, the two addition- 
al rooms would be required for a | 
full year's schedule. 

Mr. Cook said that in the sum-

J. R. Johnston, Retired Rain Observer, 
Finds it Hard to Forget Job Overnight 


Last June, J. R. Johnston retired as official United States 
weather bureau obsérver in Upland, but a man cannot give a 
quarter of a century to a job and forget it overnight. 

* Sunday afternoon he opened his weather book and an- 
nounced the week-end storm had left 5.93 inches of rainfall, 


and that the season’s total now 
stands at 7.03 inches. 

RECORDS KEPT 54 YEARS 

For 54 years Mr. Johnson and 
his predecessor, A. P. Harwood, 
kept rainfall records here. Sev- 
eral years ago Mr. Johnson re- 
ceived a “certificate of author- 
ity” from the United States de- 
partment of commerce to act as 
“cooperative observer to take of- 
ficial meteorological observations 
at Upland as directed by the chief 
of the United States weather bu- 
eau.” 

As official observer, Mr. John- 
ston measured rainfall on a re- 
corder located in an open space 
150 feet from his house on his 10- 
acre citrus ranch at 550 West 
Twenty-second street, and sent 
two copies of a report monthly to 
the weather bureau in Los An- 
geles, one of which was forward- 
ed to Washington, D.C. 

TOOK ILL LAST SPRING 

Last spring he took ill and his 
1943-44 season figure, 23.91 inches, 
may be a few hundredths of an 
inch too small, he declares, be- 
cause he could not: keep in touch 
with his instrument closely while 
confined to bed. 

“Citrus growers,” Mr, Johnson 
stated, “like to have a minimum 
of 20 inches of rainfall in a sea- 





son, but can take from 30 to 35 
inches.” 


He likes to talk about’ the 
weather but not about himself. 
He was born February 21, 1856, 
ahd will be 89 years old next Feb- 
ruary. He came to Upland from 
Cleveland, Ohio, in 1912, because 
his wife had a chronic bronchial 
cough. Upland’s climate cured 
the cough. In 1923, however, his 
wife suffered a stroke and was 
bedridden until her death, August 
28, 1928. 

‘ Mr. Johnston lives with his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Anna M. Johnston, in a 
beautiful two-story home set in a 
garden of roses, grass and hedges 
and a bit apart from his citrus 
trees. 

HAS GOOD VIEWS 

He has a large study on the 
second floor of his home with huge 
windows giving views of the 
mountains and valley on three 
sides. 

Adjoining it is a smaller room 
with a wood-burning stove, where 
he reads and rests and keeps his 
weather records. 


In the hallways are large facial 
portraits of himself when he was 
a@ mustached young blade of 1885, 
of his brother and his father-in- 
law and other relatives.
